So here* for you v use, is t-htr^orirgtrnrl copy of an FBI roport that I use 
on page 30 of Fart 1 of VJHIT3WASH II, It is part of the Commission file 
numbered iiMx 1321, In file 11SG there is the phoney bit o'** the ( BBI waiting until 
&ha end of June 1964 to learn why Chief Jesse Curry’s phone didn t work when 
everybody was trying to get hold of him because of the threats of murder against 
Oswald that dll the police agencies got the E±xfe±xBxxxsih»ir early morning of 
November 24, the day he was actually murdered. I go into this in WHITEWASH* if 
you do not recall it. No cop of whatever rank to uld do a thing without the word 
of the chief, and he was not available, and for more than three hours it 
seems never to have occurred to anyone to send a scout car out, so Oswald did not 
got moved {there was no requirement that be be moved) to the sheriff’s jail. 

On Juno 24 - that Ite - Balias FBI Agent Vincent E Drain "interviewed" 

Curry, who he probably sew every day - it was aL i first-name stuff outside the 
reoort- and was told that no member of the Curry household, according to 
Curry, "to the best of his memory on the morning of November 24, 1903, between 
5;£Q e. !. and 7 .a.m." was using tbe phone. This is phoney enough because 
Curry/ wife ^sieep at 5:30, was awakened by the cops at hxioE G:3Q, when Curry 
..used the phone and found it working, .Apparently this was just a little too 
thin-, because ^ince interviewed Gurry again July 16. Enclosed is the entire 
text of that interview, a palpable bit of nonsense. There is no indication why 
•there- was a relate view other than what this says. This is the entire report. 

S 0 me FBI in vestigatioai Do you believe that with the 
entire stink about the chief's phone ringing busy all night long the chief's 
wife, if that is whs t she oh her own did, never told her husband that she took 
the phono off the hok? Had it not been for this incident, all of history might 
have been different, for there would then have been no excuse for not moving 
Oswald ir the dark of ni <ii t and in an unmarked cor, as the sheriff wanted to do 
and as Me deputy volunteered to do e little after 2 e.m.

Strange, the little incidents around which history is made ends written. 

All of US history could h n ve been changed by this little incident.
